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GEO Awards the 2nd Round of NEED Grants  

GEO is pleased to announce the second round of New Energy Economic 
Development (NEED) grants to 13 awardees totaling $656,000 from Clean 
Energy Funds. These projects were selected to advance energy efficiency and 
renewable energy throughout the state.

The Climate Trust Selected to Implement Colorado's Innovative 
Voluntary Carbon Fund  

GEO has selected The Climate Trust to implement the Colorado Carbon Fund, 
which will provide high quality, verifiable carbon offsets for consumers concerned 
about climate change. 
  
Consumers can mitigate their own carbon emissions by helping to fund offset 
projects, which quantifiably reduce greenhouse gases from the atmosphere. The 
Colorado Carbon Fund will only spend funds on greenhouse gas reduction 
projects that are developed in Colorado.

GEO Staff Highlight  

GEO is excited to offer programs and resources to Colorado's residents, 
businesses and local governments. Here's a look at a few of the people here to 
assist in advancing Colorado's New Energy Economy:  
  
Joel Asrael, commercial buildings engineer, leads the GEO K-12 school districts 
energy efficiency and performance contracting programs. His responsibilities 
include training and outreach to school districts and providing assistance on 
performance contracting for these schools.  
  
Jamil Dillon of the Residential Buildings program leads the ENERGY STAR New 
Homes program by acting as a liaison between GEO and its 13 partners. Jamil 
also works with the Energy $aving Partners Tier 1 delivery agencies throughout 
the state.  
  
Matt Futch of the Utilities Program is working with rural electric associations to 
promote cost effective demand side management and renewable energy into 
their resource load profiles. Also, for rural electrics, Matt is publishing a 
comprehensive economic and policy roadmap for energy efficiency and 
renewable energy. Matt also manages GEO's Small Wind Incentive program. 
  
Tim Guiterman of the Commercial Buildings team assists Colorado's K-12 public 
schools in building new facilities. In addition to helping guide school managers 
through the high performance design process, Tim is working with key 
stakeholders to develop Colorado's own K-12 high performance building rating 
program that will help schools design, construct and certify their buildings for 

optimum performance and cost savings. 

Governor Ritter Celebrates Earth Day   

Gov. Ritter celebrated Earth Day 2008 in Colorado by issuing three climate-
change executive orders, announcing a new Insulate Colorado residential rebate 
program and introducing the first 13 Colorado founding reporters to The Climate 
Registry. 
  
An event was held at the 100-year-old Governor's Residence, where new attic 
insulation and a 9.8-kilowatt solar array were recently installed. A geoexchange 
system that will help heat and cool the Residence will be installed later this year. 
  
"On Earth Day, it is only fitting to acknowledge that climate change is arguably 
the greatest environmental challenge of our time," Gov. Ritter said. "Its effects 
will impact our environment, our economy and our quality of life well into the 
future. Adapting to climate change will certainly be a challenge, but it also will 
present tremendous opportunities for us all."  
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GEO Launches Statewide Energy Code Trainings     
 

In partnership with local building departments GEO is offering statewide 
residential and commercial energy code training workshops. The training 
workshops focus on the 2003 and 2006 versions of the International Energy 
Conservation Codes (IECC 2006 and IECC 2003). Workshops began on April 22 
and are offered in 28 locations around the state.  
  
The trainings are delivered by a nationally recognized code training organization, 
International Code Council (ICC), at no cost to Colorado code officials, 
homebuilders, developers, architects, engineers and other building industry 
groups. Additionally, all attendees will receive complimentary official code books, 
work book resources and continuing technical assistance from ICC. Learn more 
on the GEO website.
